^ at Central Government may, if satis¬ 
fied that such a marriage is permissible under the

6. Power to relax.—Where the Central Govern¬ 
ment is of the opinion that it is necessary or ex¬

of persons, 

7. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect 
reservations, relaxation of age limit and other 
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concession required to be provided for the mem* 
bers of the Schedules Castes, the Scheduled Tribes 
and other special categories of persons in accor¬ 
dance with tire order issued by the Central Govern¬ 
ment from time to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 293.—In exercise of the powers con¬ 
ferred by sub-section (1) of Section 37 of the 
Apprentices Act, 1961 (52 of 1961) and after 
consulting the Central Apprenticeship Council, the 
Central Government hereby makes the following 
rules farther to amend the Apprenticeship Rules, 
1991, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Appren¬ 
ticeship (Amendment) Rules, 1997. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date 
of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Apprenticeship Rules, 1991, in rule 
13 under heading “(b) MEDICAL LEAVE” after 
clause (iv), the following clause (v) shall be 
inserted. 

(v) A female apprentice with one surviving 
child may be granted maternity leave for a period 
of 90 days from the, date of its commencement 
without payment of stipend and the apprenticeship 
training period shall be extended accordingly. The 
monthly stipend shall be paid to the apprentice 
during such extended period.
